SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The greeting card entitled Jeff's World: Quitls classified as: 

Unrestricted. 

The greeting card is a birthday card with a brightly coloured cartoon on the front cover. 
The cartoon focuses on two lions. One of the lions is standing upright on his hind legs, 
while the other is on all fours, with his backside facing the viewer. This lion has a 
cigarette inserted in his anus, which he is reaching back to light with a match. A 
speech bubble issues from the lion's head, and the text inside it reads "ACTUALLY, I 
AM TRYING TO QUIT. IF I LIGHT IT LIKE THIS THERE'S LESS CHANCE OF ME 
PUTTING IT IN MY MOUTH." The card is intended to be humorous and does not deal 
with sexual activity. 

The Classification Office has determined that the publication does not describe, depict 
or otherwise deal with any of the matters listed under s3(1) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). The Classification Office therefore 
has no jurisdiction to determine whether the publication is "objectionable" or 
"objectionable except in particular circumstances". As such, ss3(2), 3(3) and 3(4) of 
the FVPC Act are not applicable and the publication must be classified as unrestricted. 
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
